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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee  of 
the  Isle  of  Wight  County  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  perusal  the  49th 
Annual  Report  on  the  School  Health  Service  in  the  Isle 
of  Wight. 

I  write  this  report  with  regret  as  it  will  be  the  last  one 
I  shall  write  as  your  Principal  School  Medical  Officer. 
In  April,  1957,  I  shall  have  been  connected  with  the 
School  Health  Service  in  the  Island  for  31  years,  1  1  of 
these  as  Principal  School  Medical  Officer. 

During  that  period  I  have  seen  a  considerable  degree 
of  expansion  with  a  consequent  improvement  in  the  Service 
and  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the  health  of  the 
school  children  generally  has  improved.  I  do  not  infer 
that  the  whole  of  the  improvement  is  due  to  the  School 
Health  Service  but  mainly  to  the  preventive  health  ser¬ 
vices  of  the  County  Council  which  include,  of  course,  the 
School  Health  Service. 

In  his  Annual  Report  for  1954  and  1955,  the  Chief 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Education  speaks  of 
the  improvement  in  child  health  and  of  the  spectacular 
reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  some  of  the 
diseases  that  used  to  kill  a  great  number  of  children.  He 
points,  however,  to  the  grim  contrast  of  the  deaths  as  the 
result  of  accidents,  for  in  1955  almost  twice  as  many 
children  died  from  violence  as  did  from  all  the  infectious 
and  respiratory  diseases  put  together. 


It  may  be  of  some  interest  to  compare  some  school 
population  statistics  for  1926  with  those  of  1955,  the  last 
year  for  which  we  have  complete  records. 

In  1926  on  the  Island  out  of  a  population  of  85,920, 
18  children  in  the  age  group  5-14  died  from  disease  whereas 
in  1955  out  of  a  population  of  93,200,  seven  children  died 
from  disease. 

In  1926  there  were  53  exclusions  from  school  on  account 
of  diphtheria  with  two  deaths  but  in  1955  there  were  no 
exclusions  and  no  deaths. 

In  1926  there  were  162  exclusions  from  school  on  account 
of  scarlet  fever  with  one  death  ;  in  1955  there  were  90 
exclusions  and  no  deaths. 

In  1926  there  were  ten  notifications  of  all  forms  of 
tuberculosis  with  three  deaths  w'hereas  in  1955  there  were 
seven  notifications  with  no  deaths. 

In  1926,  101  school  children  were  tested  for  spectacles 
and  87  had  spectacles  provided.  In  1955,  692  children 
were  examined  and  676  had  spectacles  provided. 

In  1926  out  of  2,589  children  examined  as  routines 
13.6%  were  found  to  have  defects  requiring  treatment  but 
in  1955  out  of  3,312  children  examined,  6.25  were  found 
to  require  treatment. 

In  1926,  of  32,232  children  examined  537  were  found  to 
be  verminous  and  there  were  only  19  clean  schools  out  of  64 
inspected.  In  1955  in  62  schools  inspected  34,985  children 
were  seen,  36  were  found  to  be  verminous  and  there  were 
46  clean  schools. 

In  1926,  2,919  children  were  inspected  by  the  school 
dental  staff,  2,400  were  found  to  require  treatment  and 
1,423  were  actually  treated.  In  1955,  13,097  children 
were  inspected  by  the  school  dentists,  6,907  were  found 
to  require  treatment,  6,901  were  offered  treatment  and 
4,549  wrere  actually  treated. 

Great  advances  too  have  been  made  in  the  ascertain¬ 
ment  of  handicapped  children  and  in  the  education 
provided  for  them. 


In  1926,  six  children  only  were  in  special  schools  (two 
blind  and  four  deaf)  and  there  were  no  special  classes  for 
educationally  sub-normal  children  but  in  1955,  15  children 
were  in  special  residential  schools  for  various  types  of 
handicapped  children  and  101  educationally  sub-normal 
children  were  in  special  classes. 

hi  addition  to  the  vast  improvement  in  the  Authority’s 
arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  defects  of  school  children 
many  conditions  which  had  to  be  ignored  because  there 
was  no  provision  for  remedying  them  are  now  treated  by 
medical  auxiliaries  who  are  either  employed  full  time  by 
the  Authority  or  whose  services  are  shared  with  the  Hospital 
Authority.  I  speak,  of  course,  of  the  speech  therapist,  the 
remedial  gymnast,  the  psychiatric  social  worker,  the 
orthoptist  and  the  physiotherapists. 

Finally  we  now  have,  thanks  to  the  Education  Act,  1944 
and  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  full  cover  for 
the  treatment  of  all  disease  in  school  children  without 
cost  to  the  parent  whereas  things  were  very  different  in 
1926. 

In  conclusion  I  would,  for  the  last  time,  like  to  thank  the 
Committee  for  all  the  help  and  encouragement  I  have 
received  during  the  31  years  I  have  served  it.  To  the 
Education  Department,  the  Headteachers  and  their  staffs, 
to  Dr.  C.  Davies  Jones,  our  Honorary  Psychiatrist,  and  the 
Medical  Officers  and  Staff  of  my  own  department  my  very 
sincerest  thanks  are  also  due.

In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Education  Circular 
296,  dated  December,  1955,  the  Authority  took  over 
responsibility  for  administering  the  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme 
in  respect  of  non-maintained  schools  with  effect  from  1st 
September,  1956. 

As  from  the  same  date  the  Ministry  introduced  various 
amendments  in  the  Scheme,  and  in  regard  to  the  in¬ 
structions  on  supply  arrangements  the  Authority  secured 
favourable  terms  covering  supply  of  milk  in  one  third 
pint  bottles  with  straws  for  drinking. 

All  the  maintained  schools,  65  in  total,  and  20  non- 
maintained  schools  take  advantage  of  this  service  of  which 
83  receive  pasteurised  milk  and  the  remaining  two 
tuberculin  tested  milk. 

SCHOOL  MEALS. 

The  Ministry  of  Education  official  report  on  the  Island 
Meals  Service  Survey  carried  out  in  1955,  and  referred  to 
in  the  last  commentary,  was  received  in  May  1956.  So  far 


as  nutritional  standards  were  concerned  the  rather  low 
protein  content  of  the  meals  was  criticised.  This  matter 
received  immediate  attention  and  now  the  analysis  of 
kitchen  records  shows  that  in  nearly  every  case  20,  or  even 
more,  grammes  of  protein  are  provided  in  each  meal, 
which  is  the  ideal  standard  required  by  the  Ministry. 

No  new  centres  were  opened  in  the  year  under  review, 
but  the  following  three  projects  were  well  in  hand 

West  Wight  Secondary  Modern  School 

Provision  of  self-contained  canteen  (opening  date

W  ith  regard  to  improvement  works,  the  following  were 
carried  out :  * 

Carisbrooke  C.E.  Infants’  School — 

Alterations  and  improvements  w^ere  effected  during 
the  summer  holidays  to  enable  washing-up  to  be 
carried  out  on  the  premises,  and  it  is  pleasing  to 
record  that  no  school  has  now  to  return  dirty 
crockery,  etc.,  to  the  supplying  kitchen  ; 

Gatten  and  Lake  County  School — 

Improvements  to  wash-up/servery,  to  provide  better 
washing-up  facilities. 

In  addition,  the  practice  of  treating  w'alls  with  the 
preparation  “Pvrok”  was  continued  and  four  centres 
were  dealt  with. 

A  survey  was  made  to  assess  the  work  required  to  ensure 
that  the  kitchens  complied  as  nearly  as  possible  to  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955,  part  of  which  came  into 
operation  on  1st  January,  1956,  and  part  in  July,  1956. 
As  a  result,  wash-hand  basins  have  been  provided  in  some 
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kitchens  and  working  tops/tables  have  been  covered  with 
formica,  which  greatly  reduces  the  risk  of  germ  infection — 
a  possibility  with  wooden  tops. 

A  census  of  school  meals  taken  on  a  normal  school 
day  in  September,  1956,  gave  the  following  figures

MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

Each  school  was  visited  twice  during  the  year  for 
periodic  medical  inspection  and  3,625  children  (313  more 
than  in  1955)  were  examined. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  school  medical  officers 
carried  out  60  medical  examinations  of  prospective  en¬ 
trants  to  training  colleges  and  new  entrants  to  the  teach¬ 
ing  profession  on  the  Island. 

FINDINGS  AT  MEDICAL  INPSECTIONS. 

PHYSICAL  CONDITION  OF  PUPILS.— From 
Table  1  D  it  will  be  seen  that  at  the  periodic  medical 
inspections  of  the  3,625  children  examined  the  physical 
condition  of  81.4%  of  them  was  satisfactory  and  18.6% 
unsatisfactory.  In  previous  years  the  children  were 
classified  in  three  groups,  viz.,  good,  fair  and  poor,  so  that 
the  table  on  page  (29)  cannot  be  compared  with  the 
previous  years. 

DEFECTS.-  -Table  I  C  shows  the  number  of  individual 
children  found  at  periodic  medical  inspections  to  have 
defects  for  which  treatment  was  recommended.  From  it 
will  be  seen  that  345  individual  children  were  found  to  have 
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350  defects.  The  percentage  of  children  with  defects  was 
9.5%  as  against  6.25%  for  1955.  The  increase  is  mainly 
due  to  defective  vision  and  orthopaedic  defects. 

Uncleanliness  and  dental  defects  are  not  included  in  this 
table. 

1  able  III  shows  that  at  all  inspections  (periodic,  re¬ 
examination  and  special)  612  defects  requiring  treatment 
were  discovered  and  of  these  464  were  defects  of  vision, 
ear,  nose,  throat  and  orthopaedic  system. 

L  NCLEANLINESS. — At  the  beginning  of  each  term 
the  school  nurses  carry  out  cleanliness  inspections  in  the 
schools  and  examine  the  heads  and  bodies  of  every  child. 
During  the  year  under  review  32,310  (34,985)  pupils  were 
examined.  In  September  after  the  summer  holiday  the 
number  of  children  examined  was  12,131  (12,033)  and  of 
that  number  45  (36)  or  0.3%  (0.2%)  were  found  to  have 
nits. 

The  number  of  clean  schools  was  45  (46)  out  of  a  total 
of  62  schools  inspected. 

In  addition  to  the  above  inspections  the  school  nurses 
paid  during  the  year  1,373  visits  to  schools,  1,724  home 
visits  and  treated  325  minor  ailments. 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  TREATMENT. 

No  changes  were  made  during  the  year  in  arrangements 
for  treatment. 

The  number  of  sessions  held  at  the  E.N.T.  Clinic  at 
Newport  was  20  and  156  children  made  180  attendances. 
New  cases  numbered  127.

Spectacles  are  now  provided  under  the  Hospital  Eye 
Service  and  283  school  children  received  spectacles  during 
the  year.  How  many  children  were  dealt  with  under  the 
supplementary  eye  service,  i.e.,  children  taken  by  parents 
to  opticians  is  not  known,  nor  is  the  Executive  Council 
able  to  help. 

In  three  instances,  where  spectacles  have  been  broken 
this  Authority  has  been  asked  by  the  Executive  Council 
to  defray  the  cost  as  in  the  view  of  that  Council,  careless¬ 
ness  in  handling  the  spectacles  was  established. 

ORTHOPTIC  TREATMENT.— Clinics  for  children 
requiring  orthoptic  treatment  are  held  at  the  County  Hall 
and  also  at  the  Royal  I.VV.  County  Hospital,  Ryde,  and 
the  following  table  gives  a  picture  of  the  work  done.

AUDIOMETRY. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  a  school  nurse  and  a 
health  visitor  to  attend  at  Manchester  University  a  course 
on  audiometry  organised  by  Professor  Ewing. 

A  pure  tone  audiometer  has  been  purchased  and  two 
schools  have  already  been  visited  and  a  test  made  on  each 
child.  These  first  visits  were  experimental  and  we  have 
already  discovered  the  chief  snag  and  that  is  that  schools 
generally  are  not  sufficiently  free  from  noise  to  render 
them  entirely  suitable  for  audiometry. 

With  practice,  however,  I  believe  the  nurse  will  be  able 
rapidly  to  screen  the  children  and  follow  this  by  subsequent 
tests  on  doubtful  cases  in  quieter  surroundings. 

Pupils  proved  to  be  deaf  will  be  referred  to  a  diagnostic 
clinic. 


I  propose  to  carry  out  a  survey  of  all  the  seven  year  old 
children  in  our  schools  if  the  necessary  stall  becomes 
available. 

In  the  experimental  survey  of  all  children  in  two  junior 
schools  250  children  were  tested  and  69  were  found  to 
have  a  hearing  defect.  A  further  examination  of  these 
was  carried  out  and  13  were  referred  for  testing  in  quiet 
surroundings  and  only  four  were  finally  decided  to  have 
some  degree  of  impairment  of  hearing. 

CHILD  GUIDANCE.-  Dr.  C.  Davies-Jones  still  con¬ 
tinues  to  give  his  services  in  an  honorary  capacity  as 
psychiatrist  to  the  Clinic  but  unfortunately  Dr.  Hynes 
resigned  on  his  retirement. 

Dr.  Davies-Jones  furnishes  the  following  report  on  the 
work  of  the  Clinic  : — 

“I  feel  it  is  quite  fair  to  contend  that  the  fact  that  the 
numbers  dealt  with  during  the  past  year  show  a  distinct 
increase  in  all  aspects  over  those  for  the  preceding  year 
constitutes  a  factual  indication  that  the  work  of  the  Child 
Guidance  Clinic  continues  to  serve  a  useful  role  in  the 
County  Council’s  Welfare  Service.  The  loss  of  the  excellent 
help  given  by  Dr.  Hynes,  who  entered  upon  his  retirement 
early  in  the  year  under  review  has  naturally  laid  an  in¬ 
creasing  burden  upon  those  who  have  remained  to  carry 
on  the  work.  I  feel  that  it  is  in  no  way  improper  for  me 
to  pay  a  strong  tribute  to  the  lively  and  human  interest 
which  has  always  been  evident  on  the  part  of  the  Director 
of  the  Clinic,  Dr.  Wallace,  whose  term  of  office  is  drawing 
to  a  close.  Parents,  teachers,  doctors  and  others  who  have 
referred  cases  to  him  for  attention  have  never  been  met 
with  “Routine”  or  coldly  “Official”  attitudes  and  as  a 
very  direct  consequence  those  who  have  dealt  with  the 
young  patients  have  found  this  initial  interest  of  inestimable 
help  in  paving  the  way  for  an  immediate  and  satisfactory 
rapport  between,  patients,  parents  and  workers  during  the 
early  stages  of  investigation  which  has  been  most  helpful. 


Too  often  in  Psychological  Medicine  there  is  a  risk,  if 
not  an  actual  tendency,  to  surround  the  work  with  a  halo 
of  terminological  glory  which  can,  in  my  opinion,  stultify 
the  real  aim  of  the  Clinic  which  exists  primarily  to  under¬ 
stand  and  rectify  the  behaviour  of  the  young  patient  and 
to  bring  about  adjustment  of  the  latter  to  the  Community. 
Here  I  must  allude  to  the  valuable  contribution  which 
never  fails  to  be  made  on  the  part  of  our  Psychiatric 
Social  Worker,  Miss  Godfrey,  whose  tact  and  patience  in 
eliciting  the  essential  information  as  to  home  conditions 
and  other  environmental  factors  has  been  most  helpful. 
The  Clinic  has  always  tried  to  avoid  treating  the  cases 
submitted  as  mere  statistical  “Data”  and  has  endeavoured 
to  approach  every  case  as  being  an  individual  problem. 
Often  this  has  involved  some  attention  to  the  outlook  or 
attitude  of  the  parents  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  record  that 
our  effort  to  include  in  the  interviews  the  father  as  well  as 
the  mother  whenever  practicable  has  always  been  rewarded 
by  a  fuller  insight  into  the  situation  under  consideration. 

I  feel  too  that  it  is  the  right  thing  to  make  the  young 
patient  feel  that  he  or  she  is  meeting  a  doctor  who  is  ready 
to  accord  that  deference  to  the  rights  of  the  individual 
and  have  found  that  in  a  large  number  of  cases  this  feeling 
of  meeting  their  “own”  doctor  has  resulted  in  a  most 
helpful  response.  The  fact  of  feeling  able  to  speak  with 
freedom  and  that  there  exists  the  right  degree  of  pro¬ 
fessional  confidence  goes  a  long  way  to  help  progress  in  the 
work  and  to  break  down  that  oft  noticed  resistance  to  the 
doctor’s  examination.  Once  the  child  feels  that  his  or 
her  real  co-operation  in  the  work  is  wanted  and  that  the 
problem  is  not  being  dealt  with  entirely  from  the  hearsay 
of  others  the  nursery  rhyme  relating  to  “Dr.  Fell”  ceases 
to  exert  a  resistive  influence.  Without  wishing  to  generalise 
1  do  feel  that  much  good  comes  from  allowing  the  patient 
to  state  his  or  her  case  and  I  often  wish  that  parents  and 
guardians  would  adopt  this  attitude  a  little  more.  II  a 
child  is  allowed  to  become  suspicious  that  its  questions 
are  being  fobbed  off  with  specious  and  frequently  not 
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altogether  truthful  replies  I  consider  that  it  cannot  lie 
wondered  at  if  the  harvest  of  such  insemination  tends  to  be 
one  of  insecurity  and  distrust  which  can  become  a  stepping 
stone  (if  r.ot  the  corner  stone)  for  the  growth  of 
delinquency. 

Some  of  the  problems  we  have  dealt  with  are  related  to 
this  present  age  of  “Sex  Emancipation”.  Whether  this 
is  truly  an  indication  of  progress  is  a  matter  of  opinion 
to  many  but  in  the  Clinic  we  have  found  that,  coupled 
with  an  honest  and  straightforward  approach  to  details, 
it  is  necessary  to  point  out  that  the  “Freedom  of  the 
Individual”  carries  with  it  a  proper  appreciation  of  the 
rights  of  the  Community  which  is  composed  of  individuals 
who  have  a  right  to  proper  consideration. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  be  allowed  to  express  my 
sincere  gratitude  to  the  members  of  the  Welfare  Sub- 
Committee  for  the  unfailing  encouragement,  interest  and, 
above  all,  patience  which  they  have  so  unfailingly  extended 
to  me  in  regard  to  the  work”.

CRIPPLING  DEFECTS  AND  ORTHOPAEDICS. 

These  are  dealt  with  at  the  Children’s  Orthopaedic 
Clinic  at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  by  arrangement  with  the 
Group  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

During  1956,  36  sessions  were  held  and  357  school 
children  and  173  pre-school  children  were  seen  and  made 
671  attendances.  Twelve  children  were  referred  for 
admission  to  hospital. 

Remedial  Exercise  Clinics. 

The  Remedial  Gymnast,  Miss  D.  E.  Hitchins,  treats  at 
the  various  exercise  clinics,  children  referred  by  the 
orthopaedic  surgeon  or  school  medical  officers.  At 
the  various  clinics,  452  children  in  all  made  4,890 
attendances.

DELICATE  CHILDREN. 

One  child,  a  boy,  suffering  from  tuberculous  mesenteric 
adenitis  and  abdominal  ileitus  was  admitted  to  Alton 
Hospital  during  the  year. 

As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  three  were  already  in 
Hospital  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  three  were  dis¬ 
charged,  leaving  one  still  at  St.  Dominies  Open  Air  School, 
Surrey  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Three  children  suffering 
from  asthma  were  awaiting  admission  to  an  Institution  at 
the  end  of  the  year.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  year  1956  showed  again  a  decrease  in  the  number  of 
children  reported  absent  from  school  by  the  Headteachers 
on  account  of  infectious  disease;  1,478  compared  with 
1,979  in  1955.  Of  the  total  number  of  these  absences 
72  children  were  contacts  of  cases. 

As  in  1955  the  Summer  Term  accounted  for  more 
absences  than  any  other  term  although  the  Autumn  Term 
was  the  longest  term. 

Chickenpox  accounted  for  530  absences  (519  cases  and 
1 1  contacts)  or  35%  of  the  total  absences  and  increased 
during  the  last  term.  The  disease  commenced  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  in  the  Ryde  and  Wootton  Areas 
spreading  towards  the  end  of  the  first  term  to  Brading  and 
East  Cowes.  During  the  Summer  Term  there  were  sporadic 
cases  in  East  Cowes,  Freshwater  and  Ventnor  and  later  in 
the  Newport  Area  quite  a  number  of  cases  were  notified 
and  the  epidemic  in  this  area  lasted  until  the  end  of  the 
year.  Towards  the  end  of  the  Autumn  Term  quite  a 
number  of  cases  were  notified  from  the  Cowes  area. 

There  were  411  absences  on  account  of  Mumps  (389 
cases  and  22  contacts)  during  the  first  two  terms.  Apart 
from  four  cases  in  Ryde,  Shanklin  and  Newport  in  the 
last  term,  all  other  exclusions,  because  of  this  disease, 
occurred  during  the  first  and  second  terms.  This  disease 
reached  epidemic  proportions  in  the  Ryde,  Shalfleet  and 
Freshwater  areas  during  the  first  term  and  spread  to  the 
St.  Helens  and  Sandown  areas  in  the  Summer  Term. 

Very  few  cases  occurred  at  all  in  Newport  and  none 
was  notified  from  the  Cowes  area. 

Measles  was  less  prevelant  than  in  the  previous  year  but 
occurred  during  the  second  and  third  terms  and  there 
were  274  (263  and  1  1  contacts)  notified  in  all,  compared 
with  481  the  previous  year.  The  absences  were  notified 
during  the  first  term  from  the  Shanklin  and  \  entnor  areas 
and  continued  to  be  prevalent  in  the  latter  area  until  the 
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end  of  the  Summer  Term.  The  disease  then  spread  to 
the  Rookley  area  and  in  East  Cowes  caused  79  absences 
during  the  last  term. 

German  Measles  was  more  prevalent  than  during  the 
previous  year  causing  107  absences  and  most  of  these  cases 
occurred  during  the  second  term.  There  were  sporadic 
cases  in  Freshwater,  Yarmouth,  Ventnor  and  Sandown 
during  the  first  term  but  quite  a  number  of  cases  occurred 
in  the  latter  area  during  the  early  Summer  and  also  in 
Newport.  There  were  very  few  cases  at  all  in  Ryde  and 
again  no  absences  were  recorded  in  the  Cowes  area  be¬ 
cause  of  this  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  less  prevalent  than  during  the  previous 
year  and  accounted  for  41  absences  (35  cases  and  six 
contacts).  Most  of  these  cases  occurred  during  the  first 
term  over  the  various  areas  in  the  Island  apart  from  Cowes 
and  East  Cowes. 

The  43  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred  throughout 
each  month  of  the  year  and  were  notified  mostly  from  the 
Newport,  Ventnor,  Sandown  and  Freshwater  areas. 
Again  no  absences  were  reported  from  the  Cowes  area. 

Influenza  and  Influenzal  Colds  caused  few  absences 
during  the  year  ;  i.e.  29  cases  in  all  and  22  of  these  occurred 
during  the  first  term.  These  were  from  the  Ryde  and 
Parkhurst  areas. 

Of  the  25  “other  diseases”  this  number  included  21 
children  absent  from  Parkhurst  School  on  account  of  colds. 

There  were  18  absences  on  account  of  Poliomyelitis  ; 
four  definite  cases,  four  suspected  cases  and  ten  contacts. 
All  but  one  of  these  absences  occurred  during  the  last  term. 
All  four  definite  cases  were  from  East  Cowes,  Wootton  and 
Ryde  areas  and  were  admitted  to  the  Fairlee  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital.  Of  these  cases,  one  was  paralytic  and 
three  were  non-paralytic.  The  paralytic  case,  a  boy  aged 
seven,  was  transferred  to  the  Portsmouth  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  for  treatment.  Two  of  the  non-paralytic 
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cases  were  discharged  after  treatment  and  one  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  where  the  diagnosis  of  non¬ 
paralytic  poliomyelitis  was  altered  to  tuberculous 
meningitis.  None  of  the  cases  had  been  vaccinated 
against  poliomyelitis. 


IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

No  change  was  made  in  the  arrangements  for  this 
during  the  year  except  that  children  who  in  infancy  had 
combined  injections  against  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough  were  offered  a  combined  re-inforcing  dose. 

The  number  of  children  receiving  full  immunisation  for 
the  first  time  totalled  164  and  727  re-inforcing  doses  were 
given. 

In  addition  general  practitioners  immunised  21  school 
children  and  gave  93  re-inforcing  doses. 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 

Vaccination  with  B.C.G.  was  continued  in  ten  secondary 
schools  during  the  year  involving  20  visits.  The  following 
table  shows  the  number  of  children  eligible  for  testing, 
the  number  actually  tested,  the  results  of  the  tests  and 
finally  that  453  received  B.C.G. 

Over  all  the  schools  the  average  percentage  of  refusals 
was  26.8. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  is  no  mass  radiography  unit 
on  the  Island,  no  X-ray  examinations  of  Tuberculin 
Positive  children  were  carried  out.  However,  as  the 
Hospital  Management  Committee  has  now  installed  an 
X-ray  Camera  which  uses  small  films,  it  is  hoped  that  in 
future  all  children  who  react  positively  to  the  tuberculin 
test  will  be  examined  at  the  radiography  department  of 
the  hospital  housing  the  Odelca  Camera. 
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Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

In  the  spring  of  1956  the  Ministry  of  Health  indicated 
that  supplies  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine  would  become 
available  and  registration  of  children  whose  parents  wished 
them  to  be  vaccinated  was  commenced.  Registration 
was  restricted  to  children  born  in  the  years  1947-1954  and 
882  registrations  were  made  by  the  end  of  April.  As  the 
supply  of  vaccine  was  limited  the  Minister  supplied  only 
sufficient  to  immunise  118  children  born  in  November, 
1947-1954  and  in  March,  1951-1954  and  a  few  in  August 
1947-1954. 

Vaccination  commenced  in  May,  1956,  and  in  all  107 
had  the  complete  course  ;  seven  had  one  dose  only. 
Sufficient  vaccine  was  made  available  at  the  end  of  the  year 
to  allow  of  second  doses  being  given  to  those  children  who 
only  had  one  dose  in  the  early  summer. 

DENTAL  TREATMENT. — Mr.  G.  Simons,  L.D.S., 
submits  the  following  report : — 

“The  year  has  been  one  of  continued  steady  progress. 
Once  again,  there  have  been  no  staff  changes  either  of 
Dental  Officers  or  Attendants. 

Each  school  on  the  Island  has  been  visited  for  a  routine 
dental  inspection  and,  in  addition,  1 1  schools  were  re¬ 
visited.  At  these  re-inspections,  2,182  children  were 
examined  for  the  second  time. 

The  number  of  children  examined  was  13,444  and  of 
these  6,299  were  sound  to  require  treatment.  The 
proportion  of  under  50"o  of  children  examined  needing 
treatment  compares  most  favourably  with  the  rest  of  the 
country,  where  it  has  not  been  possible  to  give  routine 
dental  inspections  as  often  as  once  a  year.  The  offer  of 
treatment  was  accepted  on  behalf  of  3,813  children,  and, 
in  all  cases  the  endeavour  has  been  to  give  full  compre¬ 
hensive  treatment.  The  type  of  treatment  possible  is 
also  affected  by  the  frequency  of  inspections-  more  decayed 
teeth  are  saveable  and  the  ratio  of  4,501  permanent  teeth 


saved  by  filling  to  418  lost  through  decay  is  quite  note¬ 
worthy. 

The  amount  of  orthodontic  work  has  grown,  a  total  of 
101  children  having  received  treatment  during  the  year. 

In  spite  of  continued  propaganda,  both  at  a  national  and 
local  level,  there  is  still  a  vast  ignorance  among  children 
and  their  parents  of  the  value  and  importance  of  oral 
hygiene.  This  is  made  even  worse  by  the  advertisements 
of  some  dentifrice  manufacturers  who  claim  that  a 
once-a-day  cleaning  with  their  products  is  sufficient  for 
protection. 

The  Dental  Officers  are  doing  their  utmost  to  combat  this 
and  to  bring  enlightenment  to  individual  children  and 
parents  and  also  to  various  Parent-Teachers  Associations. 

I  cannot  conclude  without  thanking  the  head  teachers 
and  their  secretaries  who  have  assisted  in  the  working  of 
the  School  Dental  Service”. 

HANDICAPPED  PUPILS. 

DEAF  CHILDREN.-  -During  the  year,  this  Council 
accepted  financial  responsibility  for  one  girl  resident  in 
the  St.  John  School  for  the  Deaf,  Boston  Spa,  Yorks  when 
her  parent  transferred  to  the  Island  for  six  months.  One 
boy  was  also  admitted  to  the  Royal  School  for  the  Deaf  at 
Exeter. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  four  boys  and  one 
girl  in  Special  Schools,  i.e.  three  at  the  West  of  England 
Institution  for  the  Deaf,  Exeter,  and  two  at  the  Royal 
School  for  the  Deaf,  Margate. 

Two  boys,  one  at  the  Royal  School  for  the  Deaf  at 
Margate,  and  one  at  Exeter,  at  the  end  of  1955,  left  school 
during  1956  on  attaining  school  leaving  age. 

Two  children  are  on  the  waiting  lists  for  special  schools 
for  the  Deaf,  one  of  whom  is  a  girl  whose  parents  are 
unwilling  to  allow  her  to  go  and  who  is  making  very  good 
progress  under  the  tuition  of  her  mother. 


BLIND  AND  PARTIALLY  BLIND  CHILDREN.— 
At  the  end  of  1956,  three  children  (all  boys)  were  in 
special  schools  or  colleges,  i.e.  one  at  the  Sunshine  Home, 
Overley  Hall,  Shrewsbury  (partially  blind  and  edu¬ 
cationally  sub-normal),  one  at  the  West  of  England  School 
for  Partially  Sighted,  Exeter,  and  one  at  the  Royal  Normal 
College  for  the  Blind,  Rowton  Castle,  Shrewsbury. 

The  young  woman  who  was  at  the  Royal  Institution 
for  the  Blind,  Birmingham,  at  the  end  of  1955,  finished  her 
training  in  handicrafts  at  the  end  of  July  and  is  now 
doing  home  work. 

One  girl,  who  has  been  accepted  for  admission  to  a 
residential  school,  is  still  awaiting  a  vacancy,  and  arrange¬ 
ments  are  also  being  made  for  the  admission  of  a  small 
blind  child  who  is  also  educationally  sub-normal  (age  2) 
to  Sunshine  House  Nursery  School,  Abbotskerswell, 
South  Devon,  with  her  mother  for  a  period  in  order  to 
instruct  the  mother  in  the  best  management  of  her  blind 
child  until  such  time  as  she  is  fit  to  go  to  a  special  school. 

CEREBRAL  PALSY.  The  local  branch  of  the 
National  Spastic  Society  has  agreed  to  provide  a  day 
unit  for  spastic  children.  A  site  for  the  unit  has  been 
chosen  and  plans  are  being  prepared. 

SPEECH  DEFECTS. — Two  children  (one  boy  and 
one  girl)  with  speech  defects  were  admitted  for  a  trial 
period  to  Moor  House  School,  Oxted,  Surrey.  The  boy 
has  been  accepted  for  admission  later  but  the  girl’s  mental 
attainments  were  below  the  normal  standard  and  she  was 
considered  unsuitable  for  admission. 

EDUCATIONALLY  SUB-NORMAL  CHILDREN. - 
We  have  had  as  yet  no  success  in  our  attempts  to  appoint 
an  educational  psychologist  and  it  has  not  therefore  been 
possible  to  carry  out  intelligence  tests  on  all  the  children 
considered  by  head  teachers  to  be  retarded. 
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Only  59  children  had  their  I.Q/s  ascertained  during  the 
year  and  of  these  17  were  found  with  I.Q/s  under  80  and 
were  referred  to  the  Education  Welfare  Sub-Committee. 

No  further  special  classes  for  these  children  were  opened 
during  the  year  and  at  the  seven  existing  classes  54  boys 
and  32  girls  were  in  attendance  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

No  educationally  sub-normal  pupils  are  now  in  resi¬ 
dential  schools. 

Seven  children  (three  girls  and  four  boys)  were  notified 
during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1956,  by  the  Local 
Education  Authority  to  the  Local  Health  Authority  under 
Section  57  (3)  of  the  Education  Act,  1944,  and  eight  (four 
boys  and  four  girls)  were  referred  under  Section  57  (5) 
for  supervision  on  leaving  school. 

MALADJUSTED  CHILDREN.-  Two  boys  are  at 
residential  schools  for  maladjusted  children  ;  one  at  the 
Rudolph  Steiner  School,  Aberdeen  and  one  at  Redhill 
School,  East  Sutton,  Kent.  Two  other  maladjusted  boys 
were  awaiting  admission  to  a  residential  school  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

EPILEPTIC. — Two  epileptic  girls  were  in  Epileptic 
Colonies  at  the  end  of  the  year  ;  one  at  Lingfield  and  one 
at  the  Chalfont  St.  Peter,  bucks. 

In  addition,  16  other  children  of  school  age  are  known 
to  be  suffering  from  epilipsy,  eight  major  and  eight  minor 
and  are  in  attendance  at  school. 

OTHER  EXCEPTIONAL  CHILDREN. 

Six  other  children  were  absent  from  school  at  the  end  of 
the  year  having  been  exempted  from  school  for  short 
periods  ;  one  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  one 
with  progressive  spinal  disease,  one  with  choreo  athetosis 
and  three  suffering  from  asthma.  Two  of  these  children 
were  being  provided  with  home  tuition  for  one  or  two 
hours  weekly  by  a  member  of  the  teaching  staff.
